Both of young Chouteau’s parents 
died when he was a child, and the for- 
tune, not great at that time, was left 
in trust for him.

’ Fortune Kept Secret. 

Miss Chouteau feared the young man, 
and he was kept in ignorance of the 
fortune which awaited him until a 
friend happened by chance to mention 
it a little more than a year ago.. He 
went home in much surprise and asked 
his aurtt whether it were true. 

While Chouteau was in ignorance of 
the estate, it was increased by $300,000 
in a few days.

The highest price mentioned in suits 
growing out of this deal as being paid 
for a. block of stock was $1525.

‘ A close friend of the Chouteau family, 
who did nat wish to have his namé used, 
said that more than $1600 a’ share was 
paid for the block held by the Chouteau 
estate. 

Thus young Chouteau, unaware of his 
sudden increase in wealth, got more 
than $320,000 for stock which at par was 
worth $20,000. ,

Francis L. Frick’ Takes Detec- 
trves to His Home, Where 
Monéy Is Hidden. 





CONFEDERATE IS SOUGHT 


Youth First Declared $6 Was All 
He Got of Francis & Bro.s’ 
Check for $5000. 


Thirteen hundred dollars of the $6000 
stolen from Fris, Brother & Co., a firm 
of brokers headed by David R. Francis, 
was found Wednesday afternoon at the 
home of Francis L. Frick, a —— 
clerk employed by the firm. 

After the boy, who was arrested —— 
day, ‘had confessed that he received 
more than $6 of the mofiey, as he said 
at first, Detective Finan accompanied 
him to his home, 1406 North King’s high- 
Way, and there the boy pulled up ,the 
linoleum, disclosing under it a white 
envelope. In the envelope Finan: found 
one .$1000 bill and, three $100 bills. 

The new confession was obtained from 
the boy. after three days’ sweating by 
Chief of: Detectives Allender. 

, The youth’s amended confession is 
that he received $1316 of the 96000, and 
that a confederate, who persuaded him 
to steal a certified check for that 
amount and who cashed the check, kept 
the remainder and is now on the way to 
San Francisco. 

Known to Burns Ageticy. 

The boy said he knew nothing about 
this confederate. except his name and 
the fact that he formerly had. been a 
chauffeur. The. St. Louis police say, 
however, that the Burns Detective 
Agency of Chicago, of which William 
J. Burns is the head, has the cqnfeder- 
ate’s full record and description, and 
has a good line on his whereabouts.. 

A Burns detective from Chicago was 


sent here to investigate the loss of the } 


$5000, and, caused young Frick’s. arrest; 
Frick gave the detective a written state- 
ment admitting that he had stolen the 
check. — 

He said that. he turned it ‘ever to 
| his. confederate, who took it to Chicagyp, 
i posed as P, J. Gallagher, the. customer | 
to whom it was made, cashed ft; arid 
returned to St. Louis to give him 
(Frick) $6 of it. He stoutly maintained 
until hig new confession that this was 
the truth. 

Chief Allender daily put the * 
through a series of close questions. 
He finally’ told hint that the Burns 
|agency was close on; the heéls of «his 
cohfederate, who might be captured 
within a few hours. “The confederate 
would not acknowledge receiving’ prac- 
tically all.the money .if ,he, had. not 
doné so, the Chief pointed out. 

Then in a solemn voice Allender read 


him with grand: larceny and with .em- 
bezziement, “against the peace and dig- 
hity of the. State,” emphasizing to 
him the fact that his offense was 
against atlagourt, not a business con- 
cern alone. 

Admits He Has Money. _ 

Under further questioning the youth 
breke down, and admitted that he had 
money at home. \ 

Gallagher, to whom ‘tile ‘¢heck was 
made, lives in Minneapolis, and is a 
customer of the Francis firm; but the 
check was certified to a Chicago bank. 
and Frick’s confederate, the 
says, had: little trouble in cashing it 
there.

According to the special agents, Bar- 
rett has served eight months in jail 
at Fort Worth, Tex., for forgery and 
was held as a suspect on a larceny 
charge, but was eéxonerated by the 
grand jury. While he’ wae in jail he 
sent for W. J. Mayes, a prominent at- 
torney. Mayes sent his brother-in-law, 
McGee, and the two became aetquainted 
in that. way. 

Theodore Drake, a Rock Island switch- 
man, was in jail at the same time and 
he and Barrett were cellmates. Drake 
had a pay check for $29.75. Barrett 
borrowed it from him, the special agents 
say, and when*he was released he and 
McGee had 250 duplicates printed, the 
agents charge. 

Men Say They Are Innocent.

culating the pay checks since. The spe- 
cial agents say they found some of the 
blank checks in their rooms. The men 
protest their innocence and say they 
know nothing about the pay checks. 
Mrs, Barrett says she has her cousin 
with her as a companion and that they 
came here with the expectation that the 
men would find work here. She ex- 
presses confidence in her husband’s in- 
nocence and says she will stand by him.

Courage, Deportment and Intel- 
ligence Count High and De- 
merits Are Provided. 


A plan for civil service system to de- 
termine the efficiency of policemen was 
submitted to the Board of Police Com- 
missioners, Wednesday, in the form of 
a report signed by captains of all the 
districts. It was announced that the 
plan, in the main, is approved by the 
board, though formal action will not be 
taken on it until next Tuesday. 

The captains suggest that the qualifi- 
cations of an efficient policeman should 
be intelligence, executive ability, obedi- 
ence and promptitude, deportment, neat- 
ness, attentiveness to duty, Meritorious 
service, courage and genéral efficiency. 
All these’ points are to be taken into 
consideration in making promotions 
Patrolmen who have all these qualifi- 
cations in a marked degree and who, in 
the opinion of their captains, are qual- 
ified for the position of sergeant, will 
have an initial rating of 860. 


Demerits Provided For 
Other patrolmen will be rated at 800 


and probationaries at 750.

Advocate Such Service. 

Dental clinics for the treatment of in- 
digent children, especially. public school 
children, were advocated by Dr. James 
Stewart, supervisor of hygiene for the 
Board of Education, and othér speakers 
at a meeting of the St. Louis Dental 
Society Tuesday night.

SPEAKS INTERMITTENTLY 


Operation. Fails to Restore Pow- 
er to Talk and Second May 
Be Performed. 


Robert Ling,’ who has partly recovered 
his speech at the city hospital after 
five weeks of dumbness through an 
operation to relieve the pressure of a 
fluid on the brain, presents one of the 
strangest and most mystifying cases 
physicians there ever have studied. 

There are times when Ling can think 
words, and can write them, but cannot 
speak ‘them. At other times he halts 

suddenly in the midst of a sentence, un- 
able to speak a certain word, but able 
to indicate it, and able to repeat it 
when it is. pronounced for him. 

At other times Ling speaks only after 
prolonged effort, during which he mum- 
bles and moves his lips, but cannot give 
voice to what he would say. 


Appearance of Aphasia. 
. And there are other times when Ling 


can neither speak nor write words, pre- 
senting the appearance of a sufferer 
from asphasia, the loss of memory. 

When Dr. A. H. Sewing, resident 
physician, addressed Ling Wednesday, 
the patient was unable to answer him. 
A few hours later he was able to talk 
almost volubly to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter about his past life and present 
condition. 

Ling told of living in the West before 
he came to St. Louls. His home now is 
at 400 Victor street. 

‘I owned ten restaurants in Portland, 
Ore.,”’ he said, ‘‘and I had — 


- Common Words Trouble Him. 
Here Ling paused, made a visible ef- 


fort .to say a word, and then held: up 
two fingers. 

“Two somewhere else?’ the reporter 
asked. 

“Two in Los Angeles,’’“said Ling 
readily. It seems to be the common 
words which trouble him chiefly. 

Then Ling went on to tell of business 
reverses, which compelled him to give 
up his restaurants. 

“I brought my family to St. Louis,’’ 
he said, “and my yorngest child, Dor- 
othy, was born 13 months ago. After that 
my wife was sick a long time, and I wur- 
ried about that more than I had about 
my business troubles. I think that is 
what caused this illness.’’ 

Later in the day Ling was able to 
speak only haltingly and disjointedly. 

Whether worry caused Ling’s condi- 
tion Is not known. Dr. Sewing thinks 
there is a tumor on his brain, but the 
origin of tl«t malady is a mystery to 
the medics. world.

Company’s Appeal From Fine 
Declares Laws of This State 
Are Unconstitutional. 





WASHINGTON, Nov. &—More Stand- 





ar. Oil troubles were before the Supreme 
Court of the United States today for con- 
sideration. Last spring the court direct- 
ed the dissolution of the Standard Oil 
Co.- of New Jersey. -This time it is to 
pass on the action of the State courts of 
‘Missouri in ousting the Standard Oi! Co. 
of Indiana and the Republic Oil Co. of 
New York from doing business in Mis- 
souri. In addition to requiring the cor- 
porations to quit the State, the Missouri 
covrts fined each company $50,000. 

The corporations now attack the 
constitutfonality of. the | Missouri 
anti-trust laws. Among other things 
it ia eaid that the statutes violate the 
Feéeral Constitution by exacting a 
different and a greater punishment 
for violations by corporations than 
by individuals. , 

The Supreme Court of Missouri said 
that whilst ousting a corporation 
might ‘be equivalent to taking its life 
in the State, it was not necessary 
to take the life of an individual vio- 
lator in order to make the law a con- 
stitutional one. 


COURT OF APPEALS 
DECIDES.90 CASES 


Ziegenhein Judgment Among 
Those Affirmed by St. 


Louis Tribunal. 


The St. Louis Court of Appeals hand- 
ed down 90 decisions Tuesday. Nearly 
all the cases were those which had 
been transferred from this court to the 
Court of Appeals at .Springfield, and 
decided by it. The Supreme Court held 
that the transfer was illegal, and that 
the court here must pass on the cases. 
The decisions are the same in nearly all 








the cases as that at Springfield. 


The Louisiana Purchase Exposition 
Co.’s judgment for $6000 against the es- 
tate of former Mayor Henry Ziegen- 
hein was affirmed. The money had been 
subscribed by Ziegenhein for the Fair, 
and he had afterward refused to pay. 

The judgment in the lower court of 
$5000 to William Moudy for personal in- 
juries he suffered when at work in the 
St. Louis Dressed Beef and Provision 
Co. plant was affirmed. The Springfieid 
court had cut the judgment to $8500, and 
it was Moudy who carried to the Su- 
preme Court the question of the legality 
of transferring the cases. 

The Judgment of Minor Hunter against 
the Wabash Railroad for $5000 for the 
loss of a leg was affirmed.

versity. of Paris. 


STOCKHOLM, Nov. 8&—The Nobel 
prize for chemistry has been awarded 
to Mme. Sklodowski Curie of the Uni- 
versity of Paris, 








Mme. Curie is the chief professor of 
eciences in the University of Paris. She 
was the discoverer, with her husband, 
Prof. Pierre Curie, of radium, and in 
1908, shared with him half of the Nobel 
prize for physics, the other half being 
awarded to Prof. Antoine Henri Bec- 
querel.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 8—“A di- 
vorce proctor,” whose salary is to be 
paid from a fund raised by the reform 
organizations of Kansas City, to cope 
with the “divorce evil,”’ is to be in- 
etalled here Nov. 13. This office was 
created as a result of the criticism of 
the divorce machinery of this county. 

Mismated persons have come to Kan- 
gas City and have been granted sepa- 
ration on slight pretext and short resi- 
dence. The proctor will have the power 
te summon witnesses to ge into other 
istates and take depositions and _ to 
joross-examine witnesses here at the trial 
of persons who seek a legal separation. 

Judges, attorneys and the reform lead- 
ers interested predict that the new office 
will become generally established. 

The Kansas State Bar Association also 
Las under consideration a plan to ap- 
pvint prectors in the large cities of that 


State. 
Judge’s Suggestion. 


The creation of the office was sug- 
gested by Judge Thomas J. Seehorn and

Slabmen in 1912 


Aside From Bender and Plank, 
Athletics Should Be Stronger 


Than Ever Next Year. . 


While it is .conceded upon all sides 
that the Athietics will win the Ameri- 
cah League pennant ‘and possibly the 
world’s championship again next fall, it 
is well to remember the fate of the 
Chicago Cubs and going still further 
back into the misty past, that of the 
Boston Red Sox, each of whom had 
prospects just as bright as those of the 
Athletics today. 

Back in 1904 the Red Sox had won 
their second championship and accom- 
plished the feat so easily that it did 
not look possible for anything else in 
the League to even come close to them. 
But the grand old team that Jimmy 
Collins had at the Hub simply went to 
pfeces and finished fifth, 108 points be- 
hind the Athletics, who had been in 
fifth position the previous year. 

In Boston’s case, however, it was @ 
case of the in and outfield disintegrat- 
ing. The pitchers held up fairly well, 
but the players behind the hurlers failed 
to deliver the goods, most of them being 
veterans who had seen their best days. 

Humbled the Detroit Team. 

A more recent example is that of the 
Cubs. After winning the National 
League pennant in 1906, 07 and ‘08 and 
the world’s championship the last two 
years, it did not look as if there was 
anything in the country that could 
beat the grand machine built up by 
Frank Chance. In the post-season se- 
ries of 1908 they made the Detroit Ti- 
gers look like amateurs and the Detroit 
team was some club at that. ne 
Reulbach, Overall, Pflester and ser 
composed a wonderful pitching staff.

One Suspect in $1800 South 
Broadway ‘Diamond Snatch- 
ing Is Captured, | 


PART OF LOOT RECOVERED 
Handkerchief and Hatchet, Both 


Marked, Left in Buggy From 
Which Men Leaped. 





The initials “W. G. B.” on a hand- 
kerchief and “C. H. 8.” on a- hatchet 
are regarded by the police as important 
clews to the second of two robbers 
who smashed a plate glass, window in 
the jewelry store conducted by William 
Mauch at 1436 South Broafédway and at- 


tempted to escape with a tray contain- 
ing $1800 worth of diamond rings, ~ 

The robbers used a horse and buggy. 
They cammitted the robbery at 6:30 
p. m. Tuesday when the streets were 
crowded with people, in a thickly pop- 
ulated neighborhood. 
| An accident which caused their horse 
to fall while rounding a@ corner was re- 
sponsible for the capture of one of the 
robbers and the recovery of part of the 
plunder. After the horse had stumbled 
the robbers deserted the buggy and ran 
in opposite directions. They left their 
overcoats, the handkerchief, hatchet, a 
revolver and 18 rings in the burgy. The 
‘robber who was pot captured carried 
with him 12 rings, valued at $1000, 

One Suspect Caught. 

A man who says he is Colson R. Hoyt, 
$31 years old and a guest at the Strat- 
ford Hotel is under arrest at the Sou- 
lard Street Station. He was captured 
in @ shed at 1315 Merchant street two 
hours after the robbery. He had sought 


chasing him. He was questioned as to 
the identity of his companion, but he 
refused to give the police any informa- 
tion. <At the hotel it was said Hoyt 
was not known. 

Shortly before 5:30 p. m., a man, later 
identified. as the prisoner, called at 
John Decker’s livery stable, Nineteenth 
and Chestnut streets, and ordéred a 
horse and buggy. .

A messenger with the horse and buggy 
was met in front of the Stratford, at 
Eighth and Pine streets, by two men, 
one of whom he later identified as Hoyt.

At 6:30 p. m. the buggy pulled up in 
front of Mauch’s store. One of the oc- 
cupants, with a handkerchief wrapped 
about his hand and carrying a hatchet, 
jumped out, walked to the show window 
and without a second’s delay broke it, | 
grabbed the tray of diamond rings an * 
then jumped inte the buggy, His co 
panion lost no time in starting the horse, 
and before Mauch could reach the front 
of his store, the buggy was turning into 
Park gvenue, one block south. 

-. Flee ty Directions, 

The: driver made the turn too swiftly 
and the horse stumbled, causing the 
buggy to sway. In the meantime, a 
crowd, attracted by ‘Mauch’s calls for 
help, had started in pursuit. The men 
sprang from the buggy and jone ran 
east, while the other fled in a west- 
ward direction, 

Patrolman Peters, riding vena on a 
| Broadway car, saw the men jump from 
(the buggy and chased the man who ran 

east. He lost the fugitive in Merchant 
| street, two blocks east of Broadway, 
| but, . confident that the robber had not 

left the neighborhood, searched for him, 
| assisted by other patrolmen, until he 
found him in the shed. 

The horse and buggy were taken to

: Claimed by Decker. The latter said he 
| was positive Hoyt was the man who
